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About eight thousand sale catalogues are dealt with in this book, most of which have never been 
entered in the General Catalogue of the Department of Printed Books. A large proportion of the 
catalogues have the purchasers’ names and the prices realised, so the great importance of the work 
will be apparent. The index of owners’ names odds greatly to its utility. 

The list was comjpiled by Mr. Harold Mattisolt and Mr. I. A. K. Burnett, both of whom 
volunteered for military service at the outbreak of the war. The work of completing the Index, 
which had been left unfinished, was undertaken by Mr. A. W. Poll.ard, who has also seen the 
volume through the press.

Beginning with Caxton, all the early English printers, and nearly all the great 
masterpieces of English literature, are I'epresented.

This monumental work is founded primarily upon the labours of 
Ames and Herbert, as represented in their “ Typographical Antiquities ” ; but 
Dibdin’s additions and corrections are so numerous and important that the work is 
always known by his name. It is the largest and most beautifully illustrated work 
on the history of the early English printers and their books, and is indispensable to 
the collector of early printed brooks.

£22. 11s 6d, and Bowdeswell’s, £23. lOs. The volnmes being in their origiital 
binding (which was only intended to be temporary) the sewing of some of the 
volumes is loose.

8vo., xoith 2 portraits and 17 facsimiles; cloth 1912 
This volume is probably entitled, whatever its individual merits and value may 
be considered to be, to the credit of being wholly on new and independent lines; 
and after all the researches and conclusions of the editors and critics, it aims at 
placing in a fresh and very different light many of the most important features in 
the biography and literary history of the poet. The book is the result of a con¬ 
siderable amount of labour and thought, and owes a share of its claim to attention 
to the wide and varied reading and studies of the author, and to his long 
bibliographical experience. It deals with all the difficult and perplexing problems 
which have arisen, and exist, in connection with the life and productions of 
Shakespear, the first knowledge of London, the history of the Sonnets, the relations 
between Shakespear and Bacon, those between the former and bis family, the deer¬ 
stealing affair, and the final removal to London; and it unavoidably conflicts at 
severe points with the statements and opinions of other workers in this field. The 
new essay seeks to place the private and professional career of our national poet 
on a new footing, in considerable measure by the collation of scattered facts and 
illusions, and the presentment of many circumstances in fresh points of view.

In the 
preface to a catalogue of twenty of these MSS. he says : “ Since the publication in 
two volumes of the Descriptive Catalogue of my Illuminated Manuscripts in 1898 
and 1902 I have for various reasons found it expedient not to increase the nomber 
of these precious books in my library beyond the one hundred therein described. 
My plan has been never to buy any ad^tional volume unless it was decidedly 
superior in value and interest to one at least of my original hundred, and upon its 
acquisition pitilessly to discard the least fascinating of the said hundred.” In 
pursuance of this scheme twenty-six volumes have been turned out in favour of 
better examples, and the quality of the collection may be gauged from the fact that 
one alone of the rejected realized £1,180. at auction. The present work is intended 
to illustrate the entire collection thus improved, and when completed it will form an 
album of the most valuable kind to connoisseurs and students, giving a view of the 
history of miniature art of various countries and styles, by means of examples of 
the highest order. ”

Just a century has elapsed since the publication of Sir John Malcolm’s HUtory 
of Persia. In this long period the mystery of the cuneiform inscriptions has been 
solved, Susa has yielded up its secrets, and in many other directions a notable 
advance has been effected. Each important discovery has been embodied in some 
work of special value, but no book has been written dealing with Persia as a whole 
and embodying the rich fruits of this modern research. 

After much hesitation I have attempted to fill what is undoubtedly a serious 
gap; for Persia has exercised considerable influence, extending over many centuries, 
on Greece, on the Homan Empire, and consequently on Europe. 

^'My primary aim has been to furnish fellow^oflicials serving in Persia and 
adjoining countries, and students, whether European or Persian, with a work which 
is, as far as possible, self-contained and complete.

Having enjoyed the great advantage of twenty-one years’ residence and travel 
in Persia, I am able to present certain facts more vividly than would have been 
possible without the special knowledge thus gained. I also claim to have acquired 
to some extent the Persian point of view.”— Extract from Preface.

It is not necessary nowadays to insist unduly on the need for and value of facsimile reprints: 
that would only be stating the obvious. Probably no typographical reissue of an original ever 
was or will be quite faithful and accurate; whilst for scholars, students, and textual students 
such reprints are frequently absolutely worthless. From a scientific point of view facsimile is 
“ the only wear ” ; facsimile, too, of the most exact and careful kind : no “ touching up ” of 
blemishes, no “ restoration ” of blurred words, no mechanical “manipulation” of the original.
